The concern in adminlstration elrcles deepens
with reference to the politleal future, as the
returns of the late clections present their stulb-
born realities. On Tuesday night and Wednes-
day the President was in receipt of the most
flattering despatches from most of the States,
and he was greatly elated at what was sup-
posed to be the practleal completenecss of the

Republican triumph; but as the enthusi-
astic roports of  Theated partisans give
way to the irresistible logic of

arithmetic, the measnre of the di=aster presonts

{t2 full significance. First cnme the unwelcomo
tidings of Governor Newell's defeat in New
Jersey; then anotherand still another was added
to the lost Congressmen in New York: then
came Kentncky with but one distriet claimed
by the Republicans, and that still doubiful; then
came Alabama with a sweeping Democralie
victory; then came Arkansas with a like result:
then Florida fell back into the list of donbiful
States; then Missouri awelled the tide of adverse
majorities until but two administration Repub-
licans remained; then Nevada faltered, and Illi-
nois grew worse with each new return, until
Ingersoll turned up defeated, and the dele-
gatlon will probably be Democratic. Injthe
great battle of Tuesday, the only achievement
worthy to be reckoned a vietory wina in New
Jerezey; in all the other States the varlations In
the political tide were uniformly and in mauy
instances fearfully preguant with evil fore-
bodings to the Republicans. The latest des-
patches received to-night are but confirmatory
of administration reverses, and the significant
feature of the summing up is that the States of
Delaware, Marvland, Virginia, West Virginia,
Tennessge, North Carolinn, Alabama, Arkansas,
Florida, Nevada, and Missouri are not Republi-

can, and Georgia and Texnas are reasonably cer-

tain to follow. To these losses must be added
Connecticut, Indiana, California, and Oregon,
with Pennsylvania trembling in the balance,
while obstinate Keutucky and New York are
more hopeless than ever,

It was not disguised to-day in administration
circles that the disaster is serious, and the
President feels keenly disappointed and morti-
fied at the general political aspect of the coun-
try. Cameron has been here to look after new
gpolls, but the President was not in a humor to
promise anything. He feels that he has blun-
dered; that he has wasted his great powers;
that he has not been sustained by the nation;
and he would be giad to remedy the misfortune
if he could see a clear way open to retrieve
himself. Buot Cameron comes and renews his
repeatedly-broken promises of fulure success,
and demands offices and plunder. Chandler de-
mands rigid politleal proseription of the slarve-
lings of the departments, with a few Indian
agencies thrown in, and a transfer of the
patronage to the Congressional Commiltes, as
a panacea for revolling States. Butler comes
with the Alabamn claims as n measure of Re-
publicsn unity, and makes them
snlphurous with threats of war. Conkling
comes with fresh lists of Fenton’s friends
for decapitation, and promises the Empire State
for 1872, Drakecomes with a lost SBtate, sacri-
ficed to administration stupidity and Drake's
malignity, to hurl Shurz, Carpenter, Trambull,
and other revenue reformers outslde of the Re-
publican organization as the only measure of

safety; and the fadlng carpet-baggers come to |

force new rebellions upon the Iresident to
ensure them office in defiance of the people.
But the President has tried Cameron and Chan-
dler as polilicians, and bas the Cox Llunder ns
the legacy. He has tried Butler's connsels and
actions In war, and will not fight Eogland to
gratifly the “bottled-up” hero. He has reaped
the whirlwind as the harvest of Conkling's sow-
ing in New York and Drake's in Missouri, and
the debatable Southern States and their politi-
ciane are running sores of discomfort.

What policy the President will adopt he has
rot vet decided himself. For the first
tlme since his Inauguration, he appreciates that
however well he could command armies, he is a
failure in the command of a great politieal party:
and the surrender to Cameron and Chandler by
the removal of Becretary Cox has astounded
him by the widespread and ecarpest protest of
the more influential Republican journals. The
effort to cover it with the MeGarrahan case 8 a
flimsy anpd discreditable pretext, and =0 the
country understands it. It was a shameful sur-
render to mere political camp-followers. Had it
been an advaunce inthe direction of statesman-
ship, it would have commanded Republicin
approval, regardless of dissatisfled politicians,
but to allow Cameron sud Chandler to proclaim
themeselves as the authors of the new political
policy of the administration was simply to allow
them to proclaim in advanee Its defeat.

I& there no one to impress the President with

the fact thatl e must at onoe call the represen-
tative statesmen of the Repullican party around
fiim, if e would nol swell the disasters of 1870
toa tidal warve in 18727 Does he notknow that

the stalesmen of the conwptry rarely give nn-
Lbidden counsel; thal they do nol crowd the
balls of the White House: that they do not pro-
mise political impossibilities; that they do not
blackmall oflieial subordinates; that they do not
harter in admiuistration patronage: that they
do not earry thelr petly jealousles to the throne
and load it with their quarrels; that they have
achieved position and honorby deserving them,
and not by accident or venalily; and that they
respect themselves and their iategrity more than

they respect power or Its plunder? They do
vot rush to Washington and bhire corres-
pondents  to  proclalm  thelr  purposes

and their lmportance. They do not fear that
purticular appointmwents may impedr their influ-
coce, or conslgn them to obscurity. They do
not denounce the Camerons to-day, and become
pitisble sycophants to them to-morrow. They
are the men whom the people honor and
rcepect and whom the camp-followers hate,
aud they are the men who wningt save Grant's
adwinistration i I is saved af all! Wny do
not Seuator Beolt and Reprosentatives Kelloy
apd Scoficld venture 1o whisper the truth to
power ¢ Bmall men canvot do It and corrupt
wen dare not do Ii; but there are brave men
here and thore who can do it, and whose lmpe-
rivus duty it is 1o make an honest and posiuve
eflort Lo right the ship of stale.

The Republicans of the coustry should look
the results of the lale sloctions squarely In the
face. Itis now definitely seitled that there will
not be a rveliable working administration ma-
jority in the next Congress. There will bé a
pomipal Republican majority, but the adminis-
tration will start in & minority, saod under the
feadership of Busler It will never galn control of

the House. The eloction of the regular Repub-
liean eandidates for Speaker and Clerk,althoogh
more than probable, 1s not entirely certain. The
Missouri election and the dismissal of Becretary
Cox bave made a positive, organized, and ag-
gressive element within the Republican party
that ls bitterly hostile to the President, and to-
night the Demccrats are boasting that they will
give the control of Congress Lo the revenue
reformers, and then organize the House against
the regular Republicans. Do not regard this
intimntion as groundiess. In the present con-
dition of eross-purposes between the Republi=
can leaders, the defent of the party In the next
House is altogether possible, and if the sufeldal
policy of ostraclzing men llke Schurz, Trambull,
Fenton, Ferry, Bumner, and others is continued,
and 8t. Domipgo jobs are made tests of devo-
tion to the party, the defeat of Speaker Blaine
and Clerk McPherson will be inevitable, and
the anti-administration men will organpize the
House.

The rumor that Gov. Curtin has reslgned, or
contemplates resigning, is a mistake. Cameron
wonld llke to have him removed, but so far has
bas not dared to demand it. He wants Curtin
turned out, but he fears to hkave him réturn
home. While Curtin is a thorn to Cameron in
Russia, he wounld be a more dangersus thorn to
him in Pennsylvania, so there will be no change
in the Russian mission. Many of Gov. Cartln's
[riends are anxious for his return, but they have
not urged him to resign. It Is believed that he
will be felt in a marked degree In the next po-
litical contest In Pennsylvania, but just how, or
with what immediate alm, I cannot veonture to
Eay.

The chief cause of infantine
mortality, in addition to foul air, or too rioh
or too poor food, is the false pride of many
mothers. Children are killed by the manner
in which they are dressed as certainly as by
any other canse. In our changeable climate
children of the most tender age are left with
bare arms and le and with low-necked
dresses. The mothers, in the same dress,
would sbiver and suffer with ecold, and
expeet a fit of sicknessa as the
result of their oulpable oareless.
nese, And yet the mothera ocoanld on-
dwre such a treatment with far less danger to
health and life than their tender infants can.
A moment's reflection will indicate the effects
of this mode of dressing, or rather want of
dressing, on the ohild. 'ﬁha moment the cold
air siriles its bare arms and legs, the blood
is driven from these extremities to the inter-
nnl and more vital organs. The result is con-
gestion, to a greater or less extent, of those
orgens., In warm weather the heat will bring
on affections of the bowels, and this mode of
dressing may be reckoned one of the chief
enuges of summer complaints. But in cold
westher congestion and inflammation of the
brain and lungs are the result. It is painful
to see children thus dressed like vietims for
sacrifice.
